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THE APPROACHING TRIENNIAL 
CONFERENCE. 


We venture to the earnest attention 
of our readers to the forthcoming Triennial 
Conference of the Liberation Society. We are 
the more anxious to do so, because the sudden 
occurrence of a General Election has rendered 
it to postpone to a later and, we fear, 
a somewhat less convenient period of the year 
than customary, this consultative réunion of 
the friends of religious equality. The alteration 
of the time from May to June, imperatively as 
events called for it, doubtless, broken in

circumstances, therefore, we should feel justified 
in making considerable allowance for any falling 
off in the number of delegates. But we cannot 
bring ourselves to acquiesce in any such result, 
however reasonably to be accounted for. We 
are more than ever jealous for the reputation 
of the Liberation Society in proportion as its 
influence tells upon the Legislature—and we 
tremble with solicitude less, at a very critical 
epoch of its history, some of its truest friends 
may, unwittingly, check its usefulness and 
impair its power for good, by giving it a less 
self-sacrificing support than its position and 
claims demand. hether the next three years 
shall be years of harvest or of blight, of succes- 
sive victories or of mortifying disappointments, 
of growing strength or of incipient decay, will 
depend very much upon the character and spirit 
of the approaching Triennial Conference. 

The anxiety we feel on this head takes its rise 
almost exclusively in the marvellous progress of 
the Society during the last seven years. It has 
reached a point at which even unconscious 
neglect may damage it irretrievably. In this 
respect, it resembles a youth whose growth has 
been so rapid as to expose him to perils from 
what would otherwise be accounted trivial 
causes, and to enforce upon his friends the neces- 
sity of the most watchful care. Its power is not 
in its wealth, nor in the number of its members, 
but in its slowly and hardly acquired character— 
its constancy, its energy, its courage, and its 
wisdom. During its now somewhat extended 
career, it has never faltered in the steady 

ursuit of its object—has never shown the 
east sign of weariness. Its very persistence has 
won for it an unusual amount of respect, and 
public men are coming to be convinced that 
whatever it seriously takes in hand, it will, 
sooner or later, contrive to achieve. The im- 
pression it has already made upon Parliament is, 
in truth, so much accumulated capital, by a 
jedictous use of which it is able to exert so fruit- 
ul an influence —and anything tending to weaken 
that impression would certainly and speedil 

deprive it of its most effective weapon. ft 
cannot now, as formerly, move about un- 
observed. It is under the vigilant notice of 
those who once regarded it with unconcern, but 
who have since learnt that it is a force to be 
feared. It is, in the last degree, important, 


| 


therefore, that it should show itself as it really 
is—heart-whole—without so much as a sem- 
blance of internal weakness—because, in its 
present position, the slightest apparent diminu- 
tion of earnestness would result in a serious loss 


so2 | of reputation, and a loss of reputation is a more 


than proportionate loss of strength. 

Nor should it be lost sight of that some of 
the main topics for deliberation at the Confer- 
ence are just now in a position which claims for 
them a more than ordinary attention. The 
question of Church-rates has passed through its 
last phase, and is about to be submitted to a new 
Parliament, probably for the last time. The 

ror yd of settling it by compromise is now 
oubted by not only a majority of the members 
of the House of Commons, but also by those of 
our political chiefs who will presently be at the 
helm of public affairs. Sir John lawny’s 
Abolition Bill is so obviously on the threshold 
of success, that any relaxation, or even seeming 
relaxation, of effort at so critical a juncture, 
might be followed by a disaster which it would 
take a dozen years to repair. Then, again, the 
Grammar Schools Bill, only just introduced, has 
stirred up an opposition of the most formidable 
kind—an opposition which it will task our 
maturest wisdom and our most strenuous 
energies to overmaster. Whether the object 
= by that measure—a natural pendant of 
niversity Reform—be misunderstood or mis- 
represented, certain it is that the clergy show 
fight, and that the Society will need all the 
moral influence which its friends can lend it. 
The Bible-printing monopoly, we may add, calls 
for instant resolution and action. The Royal 
Patent will expire with this year, and if any- 
thing is to be done effectively in preventing the 
renewal of that disgraceful, and probably illegal, 
job of governmental favoritism, it must, as it 
may a be done during the ensuing short 
session. e Society, moreover, has on the 
stocks, and ready to be launched under promis- 
ing auspices, an alteration of the law of Burial, 
which will throw open our parochial church- 
yards to the ministration of accredited pastors 
of every denomination, where no provision 
exists for sepulture in public unconsecrated 
grounds. We believe that this measure needs 
only a becoming initiation to force its way with 
rapidity th both Houses of Parliament ; 
and it rests mainly with the friends of the 
Society to determine its destiny. When we ask 
therefore, for an undiminished attendance of 
delegates, we rely upon the practical character of 
the ends to be answered by it as a sufficient com- 
pensation for the additional inconvenience which 
the period at which the Conference is convened 
will oblige them to incur. 

May we take the further liberty of reminding 
our friends that the Conference will meet in the 
week when the newly elected Parliament will 
commence business. e temper of the House 
of Commons in reference to such questions as 
have been alluded to above, so far as can be 
gleaned from what occurred at the hustings, is 
most ho We have lost a few votes—but we 
have gained in decision of views, and earnestness 
of spirit. The moment will be one peculiarly 
well-fitted for giving a right impulse to the legis- 
lative mind—when our members will be most 
susceptible of favourable impressions, and our 
statesmen least disposed to resist external pres- 
sure. Probably, at no juncture of the Society’s 
affairs, have its opportunities been so inviting, 
or me countenance A, ~ supporters more 
urgently required. We feel, therefore t 
confident in submitting to them whether the 
occasion does not justify a more than common 
effort of self-denial to be present. We do not 
now advert to the pleasure which they usually 
derive from sharing in the proceedings of this 
practical and business-like assembly. Our plea 
is based wholly upon considerations of utility. 
We ask everyone who can, to be at his post, 
simply because by being there he can effectually 
help forward a work that he loves. Thus we 
leave the matter to the decision of those whom 


it may concern. We should be ashamed to re- 


sort to any other art of persuasion than that of 
simply setting forth the facta of the case. From 
the birth of the Society until now we have never 
et found that to fail. On no former occasion 
ood our expectations been di inted.

LONDON UNIVERSITY. 


The members of the University of London met on 
Wednesday at Burlington House to admit candi- 
dates for degrees. A large numberof the Senate 
and uates were t. The Chancellor, Lord 
Granville, delivered a long and pleasant speech, on 
the history of the University, its success, its pre-emi- 
nence as a school of medicine, the recent

He need hardly seminl thon how very superior were the 
degrees of the University of London in Arts as com 
with other universities, because no single degree was 
given without a thoroughly searching examination, 
while in other universities some of the higher degrees 
were granted merely as a matter of form. The Senate 
confirmed the report of the committee, which had met 
again, and had drawn up the scheme of a curriculum 
oe the : of oe, of 4 and a < 
ience. ith regard to the . rp ow y 
wished it to be open to all those who could show they 
had a general knowledge of —s science. They 
wished that the Doctor’s should only be given to 
men who displayed not only a general knowledge of 
science, but such an intimate uaintance 
with one subject as to justify the belief and expectation 
that by an industrious application of the talents they 
would be able to add to the general stock of human 
knowledge. This scheme had not yet been considered b 
the Senate. Some modifications might be ower wae | 
but he believed they would before long be able to set 
an example which could not doubt other institu- 
tions would follow, by establishing Scientific De- 


education in general which had hitherto been wanting, 
and which must be hailed with satisfaction in a country 
which owed its power, its wealth, and its national 
position to the application of science beyond, moe 
any other country in the world. . . . They had 
now as members of their Senate some of the most dis- 
tingyished men in Parliament, who had never failed 
them in their need, and who probably never would fail 
them ; but it must be remembered froin their very 
distinction these gentlemen had other interests to repre- 
sent, and that they could not give such entire attention 
to the interests of the University of London as would be 
insured if this, like the other universities, were repre- 
sented in the House of Commons. Neither Convocation 
nor the Senate had, he hoped, ~ ypeee their duty on 
this point.

THE CAMPAIGN IN PIEDMONT. 

The news from the seat of war is not very im- 
portant. The Austrian troops have now been just 
a fortnight in Piedmont, and have employed them- 
selves solely in reconnaissances, demonstrations, and 
foraging patties. General Gyulai continues to 
strengthen his position on that part of the left bank 
of the Sesia which is between the town of Novara 
and the village of Cambio, on the Po, He is 
strongly fortifying Veroelli.
